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It is the general belief th at the pres­ 
ence of trees has a tendency to protect the 
water supply of a country, and th a t the 
destruction of forests does much to de­ 
crease the ilow of streams and to dry up 
springs. 
There seems to be ample proof 
th at such is the case where the moisture 
falls in the shape of rain or quickly m elt­ 
ing snow, but th a t it is equally true where 
it falls in heavy snows, and especially on 
high mountains, there are many reasons to 
doubt. 
T h at water which drops on shaded 
ground, thickly spread w ith spongy leaves, 
and the air so near the dew point th at it 
cannot absorb much more moisture, should 
be held b y 1"', while I’.*' -A iming down on 
open ground should run oil' quickly, seems 
very natural, hut in m ountain regions 
there are peculiar conditions which do 
much to modify the action of the law. The 
pine and the hr are the only trees found 
growing high on the mountains in any 
abundance, and their thin needles do not 
m ake the heavy shade when on the tree, 
nor the thick m at when on the ground, th at 
th e broad leaves of the maple or the oak do. 
Instead of lormirjg a spongy layer three 
or four inches thick, they are swept away 
by the wind, and it is not unusual to see 
the ground bare under the trees in a 
m ountain forest, and all the needles lodged 
in one or two drifts. 
Even when they lie 
where they fall the coating is compara­ 
tively worthless so far as holding moisture 
is concerned. 
On the other hand, the foliage on this 
class of trees being as heavy in winter as 
in summer, the branches catch an im­ 
mense amount of the falling snow and hold 
it up in m id-air for both sun and air to 
work on, and only those who have had 
experience of the absorbing power of the 
dry mountain air can form any idea of the 
loss from th at source. 
T he’ theory that 
th e shade protects the moisture-laden soil, 
thus retarding evaporation, and th at each 
tree, by giving oil a constant touch of 
dampness to the surrounding atmosphere 
tends to increase the rainfall, means less 
when applied to the Sierra Nevada than 
anyw here else. 
The law is doubtless in 
force w ith more or less strength wherever 
rain falls and plants grow, but the class of 
trees th at thrive in such places require 
com paratively little moisture and conse­ 
quently throw oil less than other varieties. 
They do best on a loose, sandy soil, and 
are often growing where there is no earth 
in sight at all, clinging to the sides of 
cliffs so bare that the roots run along on 
the surface entirely uncovered until they 
reach some crevice which they fill, anil 
send tendrils down to draw sustenance 
from an unseen source. In such places the 
m elting snow disappears quickly from the 
surface, and except for the influence the 
trees exert in the way of keeping the 
ground light and porous, so that the water 
will soak in instead of running off, it m at­ 
ters but little w hether they are there or 
not. 
No moisture remains on top of the 
ground for the shade to protect. 
It goes 
either into the air or else into the ground 
as soon as the snow is melted, and it is a 
well-known fact that a very large portion 
of the water which finds its way down the 
steep sides of the Sierras disappears near 
the sources and is found again far below, 
either in springs, by means of artesian 
wells or in the increased flow of the parent 
stream. 
Indeed, a num ber of very re­ 
spectable rivers, not only in the mountains 
but in some of our valleys, seem to owe 
their existence to such distant and hidden 
sources. 
In tim ber the snowfall is comparatively 
evenly distributed, and by the radiation 
and reflection of heat from its own body 
each particular tree 
im m ediately sets 
itself to work to clear the ground around 
it, and long before there is a Tacant foot 
out in tlie open a space will be bare for 
several f.et around each trunk. 
So long 
as there is no color but pure white for the 
sun’s rays to work upon its heat is largely 
thrown off, but let a straw or a hair stick 
througii and break lbe surface and it will 
m elt the snow or ice for several times its 
own diam eter on every side and stand 
alone in a few hours. 
Exactly the same 
is true on a larger scale of every tree and 
stump in a forest. 
Following the reap­ 
pearance of the sun after every storm the 
process begins, slowly or rapidly, accord­ 
ing to the tem perature, clearing up large 
patches before th at beyond shows signs of 
a break. 
It was the observation of these 
facts mare than anything else which led 
me to believe that nature has a better and 
6urer way to secure the steady and regu­ 
lar flow of water in the streams than we 
have been led by populai teaching to be­ 
lieve. 
A nother way in which tliicklv growing 
tim ber acts unfavorably is in the preven­ 
tion of drifting. 
The wind will throw up 
m iniature banks in places, it is true, hut 
nothing to what it does where it is left 
free. 
( futside the tim ber belt, where 
there is nothing to prevent the entire 
snowfall from reaching the ground and 
nothing to break the force of the wind, 
one of the most powerful and active 
agents in preserving the water supply of a 
country comes into play. 
By forming 
solid bodies of snow in the shape of drifts 
th e most effective means of saving water 
is reached. 
Across the bleak summits and 
down the vast canyons of the Sierras the 
wind has a force well-nigh irresistible, and 
it not only gathers up the snow after it 
has ceased to come down, but it usually 
keeps at work all the time it is falling and 
carries it in w hirling clouds until it strikes 
a cliff or a canyon set at just the right 
angle, and there the whole load is depos­ 
ited. 
As long as there is any m aterial left 
outside to work upon this is kept up, and 
there is no knowing how deep some of the 
drifts get to be in the course of a long 
w inter. 
As the days get warmer the sur­ 
face thaws and moistens a little, but the 
cold nights, found all the year around at 
such altitudes, soon transform it into ice, 
m aking a crust upon which the heat of 
the sun and the absorbing jKiwers of the 
air find it difficult to make any im pres­ 
sion. ( >n open ground the process is aided 
by the packing jiower of the wind, and it 
is not unusual to see a man on horseback 
traveling comfortably a toss snow-banks 
high enough to hide both the horse and 
his rider many times over if they broke 
through. 
It is hardiy necessary to point out the 
advantage of having snow heaped up in 
large bodies or buried deep in the canyons 
rath er than to have it spread out, expos­ 
ing large surfaces to the sun and the 
dry air, which in such places is almost 
constantly in motion. 
The melting is 
then almost all done at the bottom, and 
far into the summer a little rill will be 
found running away from the lower side. 
Good sized caves are sometimes formed in 
this manner, and often the top crust is so 
solid th a t the last seen of the big drift 
will be an arched shell of frozen snow 
front one bank to the other. 
T he beauti­ 
ful adaptation of the means to the end 
seen everywhere in nature, is illustrated 
here. 
To attem pt to hold back an ade­ 
quate w ater supply for a great region like 
th a t lying under the Sierra Nevada range 
in any except a solid state would be 
u tterly useless. 
From Roseville, at the 
foot of 
the m ountain, the summit 
is 
reached bv crossingjust eleven townships 
of six miles each, m aking sixty-six miles. 
Roseville is 163 feet above the level of the 
sea and the sum m it at th e lowest place, 


is over 7,000, and where the straight line 
touches it, over 9,000. 
N othing in a 
liquid state would tarry long on a hillside 
like that. 
No shade nor m at of leaves 
would be strong enough to overcome the 
law of gravitation to th at extent. 
N oth­ 
ing could detain it but a short time at the 
farthest, and if it were not for vast' drifts 
which hold the snow until late in the 
summer, all the horrors prophesied from 
spriug floods and summer droughts would 
be realized, for I notice th at heavy storms 
continue to visit the places from which 
the tim ber has been taken, hut when an 
unfavorable season falls to bank up the 
snow there is no water in the streams. 
A strong reason for doubting the orthodox 
faith is the well-known fact th at the tem ­ 
perature of the air in a forest is always 
several degrees higher than it is on open 
ground under the same conditions o th er­ 
wise. 
A series of careful observations 
were made by Cornell University several 
years ago, and although the belt of wood­ 
land was only half a mile long and six­ 
teen rods wide, the results were very 
marked. 
The trees were oak, maple and 
chestnut, with some hemlock and pines 
interm ixed and an abuudant undergrowth. 
The therm om eter were changed and one 
put in another’s place frequently in order 
to detect jiossible errors. 
The reporter 
sums up as follows: 
“A study of the recoi ls will show that 
the tem perature of the wooded belt is 
somewhat higher than th at of the open 
field, am ounting from 2° to 4° on the av­ 
erage ; th at fluctuations are less extrem e 
and less rapid ; and th at gradual changes 
in the tem perature of the field do not 
affect th at of the belt until a day or two 
later.” 
Five different stations were kept open 
for several m onths; one therm om eter be­ 
ing placed against the trunk of a large oak 
near the center of the woods, one near the 
same tree, but not touching it, a th ird on 
a pole four feet from the ground, ten rods 
from the edge of the woods and two others 
in the trunks of trees. 
A considerably 
warmer tem perature was shown by the 
instrum ent suspended from the oak tree 
but not touching it, although on several 
days the one out in the field was exposed 
to the sunshine, w hile the others were in 
shade all the time. 
Of course the higher 
tem perature would have a two-fold effect 
upon a snow-bank. 
T he warmer the air 
the greater its capacity for holding moist­ 
ure, and consequently th e greater the 
evaporation and at the same tim e the 
greater its power to m elt the snow and 
start it to running oil' as water. 
As I have laid considerable stress upon 
this m atter of evaporation, w hich some 
may think hardly applies to snow, I will 
say th at a very considerably body of snow 
has been known to disappear from our 
streets w ithout m aking a particle of mud, 
leaving the ground dusty, showing th at 
none of it melted, hut th at it all went 
directly ¡uto the air. 
And this will occur 
any tim e when the therm om eter does not 
go above the m elting point (32°) w ithin a 
short tim e after a storm. 
T he importance 
of presenting as small a surface to the 
action of such an air as th at is very ap­ 
parent, and it is in storing up her snow in 
heaps and packing it away in deep pockets 
th at the economy of nature is manifested. 
The center of the bank will not m elt at 
any time, and it requires a very warm day 
to get at the under side of a snow-drift. 
The grass will be growing all around it 
before the ground gets thawed out suffi­ 
ciently to start a stream from i t ; but let a 
tree stick its head up through the crust 
and it will go quickly. 
I have yet to see 
the first body of perpetual snow lying 
among the trees. 
It will haidly do to say 
th at the only reason is th at the timber 
line lies below such places, for there are 
many banks of snow which only disapiiear 
once ’a ten years or so, wken tht-X comes 
a long, dry summer, which have trees 
growing higher up on the same m ountain 
side. 
In as large a subject as this there are 
many peculiar conditions and unknown 
quantities to discover and consider, but it 
seems to me th at it is worthy of more a t­ 
tention than it has received. 
My own 
observations, while they have extended 
over a period of many years, have been 
those of a layman, and have not been such 
as to afford m athem atical proof even that 
a given quantity of snow, say a foot, will 
last as long on open ground as it will 
among trees. 
My belief is th at it will 
last longer, and such is the opinion of those 
who have had the longest residence in the 
mountains of California and Nevada, but 
so far as I am informed no one has made 
accurate experiments. 
In any case I do not wish to be under­ 
stood as favoring the destruction of the 
forests of this or any other country. 
I 
never cut a treedown in iny life and never 
seen one fall w ithout feeling as if I had 
lost a friend. 
W hatever is proven there 
will always he abundant reasons for pre­ 
serving extensive traetsof woodland every­ 
where th at trees will grow, and it is tim e 
the m atter became one of public concern.

USEFUL HINTS 


A wash of equal parts of glycerine and 
lactic acid will remove inoth and freckles 
from the face. 
The mending of kid gloves shows fir less 
if done with cotton thread than it does if 
done with silk. 
To remove rust from steel rub with ke­ 
rosene and soak for a day, polishing with 
emery dust and kerosene. 
The light in sleeping-roomsshould never 
fall directly on the eyes, nor should the 
rooms be either too dark or too light. 
Iron and polished steel, when not in use, 
may be kept from rusting by wiping with 
a cloth on which a little kerosene has been 
poured. 
Kerosene poured on red flannel ami 
bound on the throat will greatly ease a 
sore throat. It will also heal cuts and cure 
chilblains. 
Rub black walnut furniture, or any wood 
finished in oil, with a cloth slightly moist­ 
ened with kerosene oil, to remove scratches 
and restore polish. 
W hen one is fatigued and foot-sore from 
much walking, it is very refreshing to 
bathe the feet in warm water and rub 
them with extract of arnica. 
A round piece cut from worn out cash­ 
mere hose, and cat-stitched to the wrong 
side of the knee of children’s hose with 
strongcotton, will strengthen them greatly. 
There should be a small table, about the 
hight of the range or stove, for use as a 
resting place for utensils when omelets, 
griddle cakes, etc., are made. 
It should be 
covered with zinc. 
In bottling catchup or pickles l>oil the 
corks, and while hot you can press them 
into the bottles, and when cold they are 
tightly sealed. 
Use the tin-foil from com­ 
pressed yeast to cover the corks. 
N othing so quickly restores tone to ex­ 
hausted nerves and strength to a weary 
body as a hath containing an ounce of 
aqua ammonia to each pailful of water. 
It makes the flesh firm and smooth as m ar­ 
ble, and renders the body pure and free 
from all odors. 
The Council of H ygiene in Paris, it is 
said, is about to take steps to suppress the 
use of old magazines and newspapers for 
wrapping up food. 
The A ustrian G overn­ 
m ent has prohibited the use of such pa­ 
pers, and also of colored papers, to inclose 
articles intended to be eaten.

A CUP OF TEA. 
To make a good cup of tea you w ant to 
begin w ith four things, viz.: fire, water, a 
kettle and a teapot. 
Ju st a word or two 
about each of these. 
The fire should lie a bright one, as free 
from smoke as possible. 
T his stands to 
reason; we do not want to drink tea flav­ 
ored w ith either burning wood, coal or 
peat. 
By boiling the kettle over a hot 
range you avoid any chance of smoky tea. 
But every one is not possessed of a range, 
therefore, I say, boil the kettle over a clear 
fire. 
The water should be soft rather than 
hard; but no attem pt should be make to 
counteract its hardness by adding soda to 
the tea in the teapot; soda in tea renders 
it soapy, sloppy and unwholesome. 
The 
water must be very clean and good, and if 
possible should be filtered. 
Filters nowa­ 
days are very cheap to buy, and th ey can 
be made at home still more cheaply. 
T he kettle should be kept most scrupu­ 
lously c l e a D , both inside and out. 
It must 
not be furred inside, nor sooty or smoky 
without. 
I prefer a kettle th at does not 
take long to boil, for the water with which 
good tea is to be made ought not to be 
stewed, it should come to the boiling point 
at once. 
The teapot may be china or silver, but 
perhaps the best tea can be made in the 
common, old-fashioned brown earthenware 
glazed teapot. 
It is scarcely necessary to 
say th at the teapot should lie kept very 
clean, and never a particle of the old tea 
leaves left in when concocting a new cup. 
W ell, then, we have a bright fire, a clean 
kettle filled with good, pure, fresh water 
hung over it, we place our dry teapot 
near the fire to get thorougly hot by tho 
tim e the water boils, and when the kettle 
sings cheerily, giving evidence it will soon 
be at the boiling point, we put the allow­ 
ance of tea in and warm th at too. 
Now the kettle boils; do not lose a 
m om ent; add the w ater at once to the tea. 
Yes, all you want for first cups. 
It is 
nonsensical putting in but a little, then 
letting it stew and adding more. 
Set the 
teapot in a warm place to draw for about 
seven m inutes; then pour out the tea and 
serve at once. 
W hy do we heat the teapot and the tea 
before putting in the w ater? 
Because 
you cannot make good tea before the 
w ater be at the boiling point, and if the 
teapot were not hot several degrees of 
heat would be lost in pouring the water 
in, to the detrim ent of the tea. 
W hy should the w ater he fresh and not 
allowed to boil or simmer long? 
Because 
all water is to a certain extent aerated, 
and boiled long the gases will be driven 
off, the water then becomes flat, and the tea 
tastes fla t; hence the absurdity of letting 
the tea-kettle boil away until wanted. 
The Chinese pour the hot water into a cup 
over the tea, and after a time pour it off 
from the leaves into another cup, and so 
drink it. 
The Japanese eat a portion of their 
leaves after drinking the tea, but we cannot 
recommend this practice, because the tea 
leaves of to-day contain th e strong astrin­ 
gent called tannin. 
Long-drawn tea, or 
tea th at has been allowed to come to the 
boil, also contains this tannin, and is, 
therefore, unwholesome. 
To the tea in the cup is added cream or 
m ilk and sugar to taste. 
Both should be 
exceptionally pure and good. 
Cream, I 
think, is better than m ilk, on the princi­ 
ple that fat takes up and retains the fra­ 
grant oils of leaves and flowers—example : 
we get the [terfume of roses in olive oil by 
simply steeping the petals In it. 
If the refreshing qualities of a good cup 
of tea are to he enjoyed to their full ex­ 
tent, whatever is eaten therew ith should be 
light—a biscuit, a morsel of cake, or a por­ 
tion of dry or buttered toast. 
A n egg beaten up with sugar and a little 
cream, and added to a breakiast cup of tea, 
makes in itself a light hut nourishing 
meal th at an invalid may sip w ith pleas­ 
ure and profit. 
A word about invalid’s teas. They should 
be made as directed above, but as soon as 
the tea has stood for seven minutes it 
should lie decanted into another hot tea­ 
pot without the leaves, so th at the sick 
person shall imbibe none of the leaves’ 
tannin. 
An invalid may be able to partake of a 
nicely made cup of tea when he can hardly 
enjoy anything else. 
In many cases of illness tea does a vast 
amount oi good. 
It possesses a singularly 
soothing influence not only on the nerves, 
but on the sm aller blood vessels, hence the 
benefit of partaking of a nice cup in head­ 
aches, either those of a nervous nature, or 
those produced by overwork, tiredness, 
wakefulness or worry. 
Those headaches 
called bilious are often relieved by tea, 
and afit of vomiting may he oftentimes pre­ 
vented. 
The sufferer should retain the re­ 
cumbent position and sip the tea slowly. 
For the same reasons, a cup of tea does 
much good in some cases of neuralgia and 
toothache. 
I n cases of recent colds and coughs a 
cup is also very valuable, as well as in all 
cases of slight fevers, and in low stages of 
fevers generally. 
In cases of wasting weaknesses tea is a 
great aid to treatm ent. 
In rheumatism and gout tea is al»out the 
safest drink th at can be imbibed, and even 
assists recovery. 
Tea is a capital digestive, and may be 
partaken with advantage in cases of dvs- 
|>epsia and to assist digestion, some two or 
three hours after food has been taken. 
In inflammation of all kinds tea is used 
with lienefit. 
And here is one concluding h in t th at is 
well worth rem em bering: W henever you 
have to go on a long journey by rail never 
forget a bottle of nice cold tea to drink by 
the way, and use a ]>orlion of it as soon as 
you begin to feel tired. 
The tea you get 
at stations is, for many reasons, seldom or 
never up to the mark ; hut if you make 
your own at home, adding plenty of milk 
and sugar to it, you are indefieudent, and 
you feel so. 


HOW TO SEW OS BUTTONS. 
‘'W hen I get a bright idea I always 
want to pass it along,” said a friend of 
! mine to a little girl, as she sat watching 
the child try to sew. 
“Do your buttons 
, ever come off. N ina ?” 
“E ver? T hey’re always doing it. They 
are ironed off, washed off and pulled off, 
until I despair. 
I seem to shed buttons 
wherever 1 go.” 
< 
"M ake use of these two hints when vou 


are sewing them on, then, and see w hether 
they make any difference; W hen you be­ 
gin, before you lay the button on the 
cloth, put the thread through so that the 
knot will be on the right side. 
T hat 
leaves it under the button, and prevents it 
being worn or washed away, ana thus be­ 
ginning the loosening process. 
"Then before you begin sewing lay a pin 
across the button, so that all your threads 
will go over the pin. 
A fter you have fin­ 
ished filling the holes w ith the thread, 
draw out the pin and wind your thread 
round and round beneath the button. 
T hat makes a compact stem to sustain the 
possible pulling and wear of the button­ 
hole. 
“I t is no exaggeration to say th at my 
buttons never come off; and I ’m sure that 
yours won’t if you use my method of sew­ 
ing.”

Adams had talked over the m atter, and 
Mr. Adams was directed, on account of his 
knowledge of elephants, to see if he could 
get one. 
" H e appointed a meeting with the L in­ 
coln Park Commissioners. 
They informed 
him th at they had but one elephant on 
hand, but that he was at the disposal of 
the management of the Auditorium . 
The 
keeper of the elephant was interviewed as 
to the habits, disposition and traits of the 
creature th a t once formed a feature in the 
street procession of old Adam Forepaugh. 
“Good elephant, Mr. K eeper?” 
“ ’T depends upon w hat you want him 
for.” 
“For the opera; we want an elephant that 
has a stateliness about him, one that is 
majestic in his step and th at understands 
his business. 
See?” 
“Then vou don’t want him .” 
“No ?” 
“Nope. 
If old Adam Forepaugh’s ele­ 
phant trainer couldn’t get along with this 
chap, you don’t reckon you kin do it, do 
you ?” 
“A ll he has to do is to walk across the 
stage once and then go off 
No encore, not 
for the elephant. 
See?” 
“H e wouldn’t like it—the 
elephant 
wouldn’t. 
H e’d raise the curtain if he 
didn’t get any encore. 
H e raised worse 
than th at up here. 
I could throw a good 
deal ot light on the fate of some missin’ 
children th at has come to play in the 
park if it wasn’t for givin’ the elephant 
away. 
“If you want him you can have him. But 
you’d lietter chain his legs together and 
tie up his trunk over his head before you 
put him on the stage. 
It took the hull of 
Forepaugh’s circus to get him here, and 
if you want to get him to the Auditorium 
you had better call out the m ilitia. 
Bui 
he’s your elephant it you want him .” 
Mr. Adams returned to the Auditorium 
and telephoned M r. Peck th a t he thought 
the opera would go off' w ith a good deal 
more eclat if the elephant wasn’t in the 
cast. 
And a late hour the kind offer of 
the Lincoln Park Commissioners to get rid 
of th eir elephant was declined.

principals of the German opera, from the 


conductor to the prim a donna, have offered 
their services to the Board of Directors, 
through Director Stanton, at a reduction 
ot 50 per cent, on their salaries, provided 
they are given a three years’ contract. 
If 
this be true, it shows th at Director Stan­ 
ton’s fight for the continuance of German 
opera was the result of a definite policy, 
the success of which has vindicated his 
foresight and sagacity.— American Musi­ 
cian.

The Christian Observer of Louisville says: 
“The wrongfulness of dealing in lotteries 
is, perhaps, not so obvious as of some other 
sins. 
Yet it is no less real. 
The whole 
scheme is based on an effort to get a 
neighbors property away from him w ith­ 
out giving him an equivalent. 
A nd this 
is a violation of the eighth command­ 
ment.” 
The Independent says: “The indignation 
of the citizens of Dakota, we do not doubt, 
will overwhelm the legislators who have 
voted for this infamous bill, which trans­ 
fers the lottery of Louisiana to that young 
and promising State. 
T hink of it: 
Pro­ 
hibition 
and 
lottery; 
teuqieranee and 
gam bling; protection of homes and their 
destruction; tlie State honestly refusing 
to eurich its treasury by the license of 
saloons, and then filling it from the license 
of lotteries.” 
The Conijregaliunalist says: “The Chris­ 
tian Mirror estimates that the lottery bus­ 
iness draws from the State of M aine $600,­ 
000 annually, 
h is hardly less damaging 
and demoralizing than the liquor business. 
And these statem ents ought to move citi­ 
zens to urge upon their representatives in 
Congress the enactment of the bills re­ 
cently introduced giving to Postmasters 
greater authority to keep lottery letters 
and circulars out of the mails, for if that 
could be done thctm iserable swindle would 
be practically suppressed.” 
The Christian Union says: “There is 
nothing more foolish than an investment 
in a lottery, except for a State to license 
one. 
A single ticket may result in greater 
gain than loss to the purchaser—though 
in the long run it rarely happens—but a 
hundred thousand tickets, which a whole 
State would buy, are certain to result in 
a tremendous loss, and this loss keeps on 
increasing w ith the demoralization that 
ensues. 
We are glad to record the protest 
which the Chief J ustice of N orth Dakota 
has made to one of the State Senators. 
He begs him to ‘save the State from the 
stigm a of being the tool of gamblers under 
the guise of a lottery. 
Poverty we can 
stand; infamy, never.' ’ 
The Examiner ( Bapt.) says: “ W e neither 
expect not wish to see a prevailing Bap­ 
tist ritual. 
A t the same time we are not 
distressed or alarm ed to note among our 
churches a disposition to make the set vice 
of worship more interesting and attractive. 
Many Baptist congregations join nowadays 
in repeating the Lord’s P rayer and in re­ 
sponsive reading of the Psalms. 
The 
Gloria in Excelsis is sung by many every 
Sunday. 
W e even know of some in which 
that grand old symbol—notable aiike tor 
its comprehensiveness of statem ent and 
the Saxon purity and strength of its lan­ 
guage—the Apostle’s Creed is regularly 
repeated, the congregation standing, anil 
either uniting with the m inister or else 
responding at the close with an ‘Amen.’ ” 
A correspondent of the Church of To-Day 
(P. E.) says of the Boston Episcopal 
Church Association 
Rooms: “A placard 
upon the door beseeches every visitor, in 
terms which recall his thoughts to earth, 
to ‘Please Use the M at.’ 
It has always 
seemed a curious circumstance to me that 
the presiding genius of the Episcopal 
Rooms, in thus assuming that the clergy 
do not know the usages of good society, 
should assume that so simple an appeal 
would be understood. 
For mats may be 
used in a variety of ways; tnev m aybe 
converted under favorable circumstances 
into bedding, or even into articles of orna­ 
ment, although that is not conceivable m 
the present instance; in an extrem ity of 
cold or of famine they might lie made 
available either as fuel or food; in fact 
there seems hardly a lim it to the number 
of useful careers that are open to a well- 
conducted mat. 
W hen, therefore, one 
finds him self implored, on entering an 
assembly-room for clergymen, to ‘please 
use the m at,’ and finds the entreaty stare- 
ing him in the face in every sort of 
weather, he should be pardoned, it seems 
to me, if he becomes at times bewildered.” 
The Christian Inquirer (Bapt.) savs: 
“Though there were not a family living 
within 
a m ile of the 
spot, 
Trinity 
Church should be kept as a way-mark, 
teaching every passing traveler the lessons 
of life everlasting. 
Though the time 
should come when no services should be 
held there, and no living preacher pour 
forth his eloquence on the air that vibrates 
in the old, dim aisles, T rinity should be 
kept open that weary ones m ight go in, 
out of the noise and confusion of Broad­ 
way, to seek the rest and quiet that are 
found in the narrow way. 
W ell would it 
be if all P rotestant churches were kept 
open that the people who have a few min­ 
utes to rest m ight go in an sit, and com­ 
mune w ith God. 
W e need houses of med­ 
itation as well as preaching-stations, and 
perhaps sad and sorrowing souls might 
gain as much comfort, and find as much 
peace in silent, lonely communion with 
God as they could from the preaching and 
praise of the Lord’s Day. 
The human 
heart has its own tabernacle, and if op­ 
portunity should lie given it, it would 
often unfold its curtains and let in the 
blessed Spirit who comes in silent commun­ 
ion and meditation. 
Too few persons in 
this busy, driving world have a still hour. 
Time to think is crowded out bv the con­ 
stant, 
ceaseless, bewildering 
‘doing’ of 
human life. 
W hy should the doors of the 
First Church on Park avenue, or the doors 
of the E piphany on Madison avenue, or 
the doors of the down-town churches be 
closed six days in the week ? 
If a stran­ 
ger finds a door open on a week day, and 
goes in to rest and pray, why is he dis­ 
turbed by some meddlesome sexton, who 
comes and asks him what he wants, and 
w hat he is doing, and watches him until 
he goes out as if afraid he would steal the 
pulpit or carry away the organ.” 


The Christian leader (LTniv.) says: “The 
suggestion comes to us by letter that it 
would be wisdom in the Universalist de­ 
nomination to cultivate fellowship on new 
lines. 
We have been, the w riter remarks, 
making overtures for half a century and 
more to the U nitarian body, and whatever 
of inter-denominational fellowship we en­ 
joy has been and still is with Unitarians. 
From this we have derived some benefit, 
perhaps, but more harm. 
They have 
taken our Universalism and given us in 
return our rationalism . 
We could do bet­ 
ter. 
Let us cultivate the Christian con­ 
nection, the Dnnkards, the Mennonites. 
all of whom are ‘Liberal Christians’ and 
not inclined to rationalism. 
So runs the 
suggestion. 
It 
is 
further 
inquired 
w hether we could not profitably form 
an alliance w ith the liberal Congregation- 
alists, and with the liberal party which is 
making a distinct appearance in every 
branch of the Protestant Church.

It the reader is curious to see 
how distastetul this modification of the 
article was to those who denied a ‘sub­ 
stantial’ as well as a ‘corporal presence,’ 1

letters 
(I’aiker 
Society’s Ed., vol. 
1., 
p. lt>5), in which the modified article is 
described as ‘m utilated and imperfect.’ 
Another fact with regard to the ‘Black 
Rubric’ shoul.', also, perhaps, have been 
stated for the info 
:ition of per-on- not 
belonging to the Episcopal Church—to 
wit, that even in its modified form it was 
altogether rejected by the American re­ 
visers in 1789, and has never had any 
place in the American Book of Common 
Prayer. 
The other {x>itit I would rem ark 
ujKin Is in connection with the rubric p ro ­ 
viding that if a rich [si,-, but it means 
sick] person is hindered absolutely from 
receiving the Holy Sacrament—‘The cu­ 
rate shall instruct him that if he do truly 
repent him of his sins and steadfasrlv be­ 
lieve

he doth eat and drink th e 
body and blood of our Saviour Christ, etc.’ 
Dr. 11. on this rem arks: ‘Such is the testi­ 
mony of Edward Y I.’s first book to the 
truly spiritual character of Holy Com­ 
munion considered initsesseuce. 
Imagine 
the 
measure 
of success 
that 
would 
be 
likelv 
to 
attend 
an 
attem pt 
to secure the insertion of such a rubric in 
the prayer-book to-day, supposing it never 
to have had 
a 
place 
there!’ 
This 
sentence, to my mind, implies that this 
‘truly spiritual’ view was an invention, o’r 
at least, a reformation made in Edward’s 
first book. 
Of course every scholar knows 
that it was nothing of the kind. 
This 
rubric stood in the unreformed Missals 
both of York and Sarum, and was there­ 
fore the constant witness for the unre­ 
formed Church of England that in w hat­ 
ever else she might have erred, she still 
held the ‘truly spiritual character of H oly 
Communion considered in its essence.’ 
For the learned 1 quote the Latin of the 
old rubric: 
‘In i/uo casu ilieat Sarcidns in­ 
firmo: Prater in hoe cam mfficit tibi re -a nibs 
et bona voluntas; tantum ertde et man-fit :sti.’ ”

W arner puts it: “They are not 
responsible for the taste of the world, but 
they are accountable for any action on 
th e ir part th a t makes it worse.” 
N ever­ 
theless M r. W arner makes a strong case 


Frederick Law Olmstead has printed 
and is circulating a very able reply to the 
charges made against himself, connected 
in a general way w ith the management of 
the Yosemite Valley. 
Mr. Olmstead con­ 
tends, as all sensible men do, for an artistic 
adm inistration of the affairs of the Yosem­ 
ite V alley. 
H e says: 
“The best board 
of hospital trustees would commit what 
the law regards as a crime, if they assumed 
the duties of physicians aud nurses. A bility 
in a landscape designer is, in some small 
degree, a native endowment, but much 
more, it is a m atter of penetrative study, 
discipline, training and the development 
through practice of a special knack.” This 
was exactly the view taken by the Yosem­ 
ite Commission, as th a t Board was organ­ 
ized in 1879, -under Governor George C. 
Perkins. 
A t the meeting, which should 
have been held in June’, 1880, but was 
really held in July, one of the members of 
th e Commission introduced a resolution 
th a t the roads, trails, locations and bridges 
and th e direction of the streams and rivers 
in th e valley should be under the direc­ 
tion of an experienced landscape gardener. 
A t th a t tim e W illiam Hammond H all was 
S tate Engineer. 
Being a State officer, un­ 
der salary to the State, it was assumed that 
th e services of the State Engineer could 
he secured in directing a landscape design 
of the improvements then under contem­ 
plation in Yosemite Valley. 
A resolution 
requesting M r. H all to visit the valley and 
give his opinion as to w hat could be done 
in the premises passed, and subsequently 
M r. H all located the roads and m any of 
the existing bridges. 
Mr. H all’s skill as a 
landscape gardener had been amply demon 
strated by the designing of Golden (¡ate 
Park. 
The Commission then committed 
itself distinctly to the doctrine th at the 
service of an experienced landscape de­ 
signer was necessary to the determ ination 
of the “ manner in which the scenery is to 
be aflected by such operations as commonly 
pass under th e name of improvements.” 
W hat is being contended, therefore, has 
once been put into operation. 
W e have nothing to say of the other 
matters. 
There have been mistakes of 
management 
under State control, and 
there will be the liability of mistakes 
under G overnm ent control. 
Government 
Commissioners will not be any more in 
fallible than State Commissioners. 
The 
Commissioners 
selected by the U nited 
States would be selected from about the 
same motives which govern the selection 
of the State Commissioners. 
I t is known 
to all engaged in the controversy th at a 
change of men does not always effect a 
change of policy. 
Most certainly in this 
case a change of sources of appointm ent is 
no guarantee of the change of the charac­ 
ter of the appointees. 
The one crying sin of the management 
of the Yosemite valley lies in the direc­ 
tion of the frauds committed under the 
name of private rights. 
T he State of 
California has been victimized to the last 
degree by fraudulent claims of private 
right in the valley, and one man, whose 
guilt in this regard reached the highest 
enorm ity, was J . M. H utchings, the leader 
of the present assault on Yosemite m an­ 
agement. 
I t is reported th a t the meadow in front 
of the old Cook Hotel has Keen plowed up 
and sowed to wheat. 
W e can scarcely be­ 
lieve this statem ent to be true. 
If it is 
true, however, then the charge of ignor­ 
ance, 
stupidity 
and 
vandalism stands 
proved. 
The meadow was a beautiful 
everglade, presenting a restful vista of 
verdure. 
To convert it into stubble for 
the benefit of the saddle-train people, if 
such conversion has been effected, is an act 
of gross mismanagement which no inge­ 
nuity of defense will ever defend, and no 
bullying, blustering denunciation of those 
who make the accusation will ever excuse.

JOHN A. COLLINS. 


D e a th o f a W e ll-K n o w n F o rtn e r S a c ra ­ 
m e n to J o u r n a lis t. 
John A. Collins died in San Francisco 
on Thursday last. He was born in Ver­ 
mont in 1810, and worked in the same 
printing office with Horace Greeley. He 
graduated from Andover Theological Sem i­ 
nary. but devoted most of his tim e to the 
anti-slavery agitation, having been a co­ 
worker with W illiam Lloyd Garrison aud 
W endell I’hillips. Mr. Collins arrived in 
California in 1849, and engaged in the fur 
niture business. 
He prospered in business 
and interested bim self in politics. In 185!» 
he went to Nevada, but did not remain 
long, becoming editorial writer on tbe Sac­ 
ram ento I n io n . 
In 1800 he again went to 
Nevada and invested in Virginia City real 
estate. 
He and Henry Edgerton were the 
Republican candidates for United States 
Senator in 1864, but Nevada was not ad­ 
mitted to tbe Union. 
Next year Governor 
Nye and W illiam M. Stewart were elected. 
Mr. Collins returned to San Francisco in 
1807, and has since practiced law, having 
lost all his property.

W inter was “lingering in the lap of 
spring,” and lingering so long, we al­ 
most despaired of seeing summer. 
W e 
were longing for her flower-scented breatli 
and golden days, when N ature shifts her 
livery and gives us rose bloom for snow­ 
flakes, and bird minstrelsy for sighing 
winds of w inter, the breaking of winter’s 
bonds, the bursting of bonds that cn 
thralled the rivers and bays. 
B ut cne 
bright day the swallows came on blue 
flashing wing6, not one swallow, but troops 
of them, heralding warmer days. 
And we 
were glad, for we had planned an outing 
to the Bras d’Or lakes. 
W e had sighed 
for pastures new, and land hitherto unex 
plored by our set. 
W e had sighed for a 
lodge in the wilderness and days of delight 
w ith nature herself. 
“O ur set” meant 
Marion Berkly, Claire Morrison, Evylyn 
Morrow and myself. 
Then, when we had 
assured ourselves th at fine weather had 
come, we started for Cape Breton and the 
lakes in particular, first supplying our­ 
selves w ith flies for trout, and enough line 
to tangle into a Penelope web— (a h ! I 
must not forget our light canoe and light 
paddles, for we had all been initiated into 
the mysteries of paddliDg up stream, and 
drifting with the tide and paddle-steering), 
hammocks and hampers, and work and 
reading for rainy days. 
The hands on the steamer looked at our 
paraphernalia with interest, and we heard 
the boatswain say at sight of the canoe, 
“T hat’s a neat coffin for four wimmen to 
commit suicide in. 
They will paddle to 
the New Jerusalem done up in birch-bark, 
like strawberries.” 
W ith our experience this speech did not 
daunt us in the least. 
After a pleasant 
trip we arrived at Sidney, and drove from 
there to our lake home.

Tbe streets here lost their look of 
rawuess and nakedness long ago. and are 
decorated and beautified by picturesque 
little m ud holes that are very deceiving.

boisterous, it is said, and too exhausting, 
and it is, therefore, a thing to be thankful 
for th at it has been done away with in all 
Parisian salons except those slightly a t­ 
tacked by Anglomania. 
A nother reason 
for the unpopularity of the waltz is said to 
be found in the fact it is above all a G er­ 
man dance. 
Bet another objection to the waltz, is, as 
the king of waltz 
composers, Johann 
Strauss, of Vienna, points out, that it is 
impossible to talk while waltzing, and that 
while the quadrille is the trium ph of the 
flirt, the waltz is his (or her) death. 
The 
clamoi for quadrille or m inuet dancing be­ 
comes greater as the waltz sinks in the es­ 
tim ation of dancers; and if the present 
agitation continues, we may before long 
revert to the pretty dances at the end of 
the last century, and watch the jcunesse 
three “trip it neatly” through the mazes of 
the “square” dance. 
But in order to en­ 
joy these most charm ing of dances to the 
full, the W atteau costume should be worn 
at them , and the men especially should 
see that, instead of wearing biack coats 
with living tails and trousers reaching to 
the tips of their toes (a costume which 
would look more ridiculous and inartistic 
than ever in a graceful “square” dance), 
they adopt tiie picturesque apparel, minus 
the wig and cue, in which we see the beaux 
of the times when the Court of Versailles 
was in its highest splendor, flit daintily 
over the parquet floors, engaged in per­ 
forming, together w ith their belles, the 
dances of which every movement was said 
to be poetry incarnate. 


ART 
NOTES. 


A statue of John B right is soon to be 
erected a t Rochdale. 
Jo h n G alert, the sculptor, is engaged on 
a fine, strong portrait bust of Miss Sarah 
Coonly. 
A lbert B ierstadt is at work on a large 
painting of the discovery of America by 
Columbus. 
_ The Sacramento School of Design began 
its two weeks spring vacation on Monday 
last. 
T he school is in a prosperous condi­ 
tion. 
John Rogers, the sculptor, began life as 
a drygoods clerk in Boston, and did not 
enter upon his career in art until he was 
past 30 years of age. 
Professor H ubert Ilerkom er is him self 
m aking most cf the art metal and wood­ 
work for his new house in his sm ithy and 
wood-carving sheds at the bottom of the 
garden of his present abode at Bushev. 
The old Salon managed by the Society 
of French A rtists, less tbe secessionists, 
will open as usual on May 1st, and con­ 
tinue open till June 30th. 
The new Sa­ 
lon of the N ational Society of Fine Arts 
will he held in the exhibition building on 
the Champ de Mars. 
T he first prize of §1,500 for the G rant 
monument at W ashington lias been won 
by Messrs. Cluss <£ Schulz of th at city. Mr. 
Cluss, a native of W irtem burg, is now one 
of the Government Inspectors of Public 
Buildings. 
Paul Schulz, a native of Bres- 
lan, was a draughtsm an in liis office and 
became his partner. 
T he pupils in the Sacramento School of 
Design have formed an A rt Improvement 
and Social Society. 
It is an excellent 
movement. 
The pupils, by study of good 
treatises on designing and art in general, 
by exchange of views and social communi­ 
cation can greatly benefit themselves and 
make their lives that much the more sat­ 
isfactory and successful. 
The A ustrian sculptor, Friedrich Beer, 
in Paris, has discovered a process for mak­ 
ing marble fluid and molding it as bronze 
is molded. 
The name of the marble thus 
treated is beryt. 
The new product costs 
little more than plaster, and is especially 
well adapted to the ornam entation of 
houses and the construction of floors, baths 
and small pillars. 
A stock company has 
been organized in Paris to place beryt on 
the market. 
A t his studio, in W est Eleventh street, 
New York, the sculptor Daniel C. French 
has just cast from the clay in plaster, prior 
to putting in bronze, his colossal statue of 
Thomas Starr King, the famous pre-L"nion 
agitator and U nitarian clergyman. 
The 
statue, which w ith its pedestal of granite, 
designed by C. Howard W alker, the Bos­ 
ton architect, is to cost some §15,000, is 
the result of a popular subscription and 
will be set up in the Golden G ate Park. 
There has recently died in Paris, in his 
sixty-fourth year, A lexandre Paul Protals, 
a celebrated battle painter, and the pre­ 
cursor in this branch of art of N euville 
and Detallie. 
H is “Battle of Inkerm an,” 
the “Mamelón V ert,” “Duty” and the 
“ Death of Colonel Brancion,” were exhib­ 
ited in the salon of 1857. 
Protals went 
out to the Crimea w ith General Bosquet, 
and besides his larger pictures he has left 
several valuable studies of the campaign. 
In 1859 he visted Italy with G eneral Lad- 
m irault, and in 1863 exhibited the results 
of his studies in “The Bivouac,” the 
“N ight of Solferino” and other pictures. 
A sale of the late A rthur Q uarterly’s 
works recently held in New York was a 
success in a financial way, eighty works 
bringing §13,540. 
The 
highest price, 
§1,450, was paid for the last work sold, the 
“Summer Morning— Isle of Shoals.” 
It 
was bought for the Union League Club of 
New York by Thomas B. Clark, C hair­ 
man of the A rt Committee of th at institu­ 
tion. 
The next highest price, §1,000, was 
paid for “ English Channel, ofl Hastings,” 
and the “Port of New York—Queen’s 
B irthday,” was sold cheap at §1,000 to 
Frederick Layton for the M ilwaukee A rt 
G allery. 
Mr. Layton also bought, for 
§460, 
“Plym outh 
Fishing 
Boats 
at 
Anchor.” 
Poor R u sk in !

BULKHEAD BILL.

It w as on th e 3d of A pril, 1860, th at 
H e n ry E dgerton, th e young an d b rilliant 
Senator from N apa, delivered his speech in 
favor of th e passage of th e fam ous b u lk ­ 
h ead (or sea-w all) bill. 
I t was th e first 
tim e d u rin g th e session th a t he had occu­ 
pied th e tim e of th e Senate for m ore th an 
a few m in u tes, and the eloquence an d abil­ 
ity h e th en displayed b ro u g h t h im into 
prom inence as th e m ost polished orator in 
th e State. 
D uring th e deliberations of th e 
S enate upon th is bill a pro m in en t jo u rn al 
had roundly criticised E dgerton an d others 
w ho favored its passage, an d in his speech 
E dgerton delivered th at stinging philippic 
against th e w riter o f th e articles a portion 
of w hich w as afterw ard quoted by Ben 
B u tler in Congress in rep ly in g to an attack 
m ade upon him by a n o th er m em ber. 
U n ­ 
ju st as the reply of E dgerton m ay have 
been, it still stands forth as one of th e 
b itterest ever m ade 
in any deliberative 
body. 
E dgerton was th en b u t 28 years of age. 
an d w as a young m an o f handsom e bu t 
strongly-m arked features. 
H e h a d a clear, 
ringing, silver-toned voice, h is m an n er 
b o th forcible an d polished, an d his few 
gestures w hile speaking w ere as eloquent 
as his language. 
T h e w ords referred to, 
u tte red w ith all th e fire and vigor of youth, 
produced a deep sensation on ail present, 
th e Senate C ham ber being crow ded to its 
fullest capacity. 
T h e outcom e of th at 
speech, how ever, w as productive of a very 
odd, if n o t hum orous incident, one the real 
facts of w hich have been so often m is­ 
stated th a t a correct version m ay not be 
ou t of place in th is connection. 
A few days after E dgerton had delivered 
h is B ulkhead speech he w ent to San F ra n ­ 
cisco w ith a large n um ber o f legislators, 
to stay over Sunday, th e custom then 
being for th e L egislature to take a recess 
every F rid ay u n til the follow ing M onday. 
W herever th e young N apa Senator w ent 
h e 
was 
m et 
w ith 
congratulations 
on his recent speech, and his D ashaw ay 
proclivities an d vows w ent dow n in th e 
great m aelstrom of flattery to w hich he 
w as subjected. 
On Saturday nig h t he w ent 
from a late cham pagne d in n er to M aguire’s 
O pera H ouse, w ith a party of Senators to 
w itness th e th en d ram atic sensation of the 
day, “'T h e O ctoroon,” in w hich K ate D enin 
w as playing the title-role. 
Ow ing to the 
prevailing m u rm u rs of disunion a t the 
tim e, and th e th rillin g interest of the play, 
as depicting one of th e evils of slavery, the 
th eater was crowded. T he Senatorial party 
form ed a conspicuous group in th e parquet, 
an d m any a glas3 was raised to fair eyes in 
th e dress-circle th a t sought to get a glim pse 
o f the handsom e, eloquent, roundly abused 
b ut now fam ous young statesm an from 
N apa.

T he 
beautiful, 
persecuted Zae had already won his sy m ­ 
pathy; he burned w ith indignation aroused 
by th e schem ing, heartless Legree, the 
slave-driver, w ho was bent on securing her 
for his slave and m istress. 
The young 
S enator became, in fact, absolutely lost in 
th e th rillin g incidents o f th e play, and 
w hen the auction scene was reached, and 
Zoe, the beautiful, accom plished oc’oroon, 
w as placed upon th e block to be auctioned 
off w ith the chattels of th e estate th at was 
to be sold, he began to m anifest his excite­ 
m ent, and several tim es attem pted to rise 
in his seat, b u t was restrained by his com ­ 
panions. 
T he bidding 
w ent on, from 
$5,000 to 
$10,000, th en to $15,000. 
Old 
farm er Sunnyside and Legree were th e 
bidders—th e form er striving to save the 
girl at 
th e earnest solicitation of 
his 
ow n 
daughter,

purpose to secure her. 
Sunny- 
side raised th e 
bid to $20.000, but Le­ 
gree 
show ed 
his 
determ ination

girl by bidding $25,000. 
T he 
th eater was as still as a cham ber of death. 
T he audience held its breath, expecting to 
h ear the old farm er raise his offer to $30,­ 
000. 
It was a m om ent of th rillin g sus- 
E 
ense. 
T he old m an turned sorrow fully to 
is daughter and said: 
“ I t’s no use, m y 
child! 
T hat m an (pointing to Legree. w ho 
stood w ith folded arm s and a sneer upon 
his face), th at m an has the law on his 
side !” 
O nly for an in stan t did the silence 
th at follow ed rem ain unbroken. 
T here 
w as a stir in the parquete; then a silk hat 
was seen to shoot upw ard tow ard th e sk y ­ 
light, and E dgerton, ju m p in g upon his 
chair, cried ou t in clear, ringing tones, 
w hile his handsom e, expressive face glowed 
w ith th e excitem ent and earnestness that 
th rilled his frame: 
“ D — a th e law ! 
T h irty thousand dol­ 
lars for her 1” 
Shocked ss w ere the audience, there w ere 
n o t probably a dozen m en arid w om en 
present w ho did not feel like 
saying. 
"T h a n k yo u —I w anted to do it m y se lf!” 
T h e excitem ent caused by this little epi­ 
sode soon passed off, th e play was resum ed 
and th e young Senator left the theater, 
deeply m ortified at w hat he had done. T he 
h um orous feature of th e incident was hight- 
ened by the w ell-know n fact th at the gen­ 
erous-hearted young Senator was too poor 
in purse to have bought one of V. >e's fin­ 
gers at th e rate he offered for the girl h er­ 
self. 
A good story was published of a 
Sacram entan w ho had “ m ade his pile,” and 
w arned to see the w orld. 
H e w ent to 
Paris, of course, and on visiting a restaur­ 
an t to get his first dinner in the French 
C apital, took un a long and m ysteriously 
w orded 
bill of fare. 
K now ing nothing 
of th e F rench language, yet unw dling 
to expose 
th is 
ignorance, 
he pointed 
to th e 
first line 
on 
the 
bill of fare, 
and 
th e 
polite 
w aiter 
brought 
him 
a 
dish 
of fragrant 
beef 
soup. 
T his 
was very w ell, and w hen it was dispatched 
th e Sacram entan pointed to the second line 
on th e bill. 
T he w aiter understood him , 
an d brought him a vegetable soup. “ R ather 
m ore soup th an I w ant.” though he, “ but 
I suppose it is the Paris fashion.” H e duly 
pointed to the th ird line, and a plate of 
tapioca broth was brought h im . 
Again to 
th e fourth, an d he was furnished w ith a 
bow l containing a preparation of arrow ­ 
root. 
H e tried th e fifth line, and was sup 
plied w ith som e gruel kept for invalids.

by 
determ ined to get as far from the soup as 
le was getting nervous by this tim e, and

STREET AWNINGS. 


P ro p o sed N ew O rd in an ce In ten d ed to 
W ork a R eform . 
Below is given th e tex t of an ordinance 
prepared by City A ttorney C hurch, by re­ 
quest of Street C om m issioner M cLaughlin, 
and w hich will be subm itted to th e Board 
of City T rustees at tbeir m eeting to-m orrow 
m orning. I t is intended to define and gov­ 
ern th e duties of the S anitary an d B uilding 
Inspector in regard to the rem oval of unsafe 
and dilapidated aw nings, and is thought to 
be so clear an d explicit th a t it cannot be 
successfully attacked from any standpoint 
A n aw ning case was recently tried in the 
Police Court and th e defendant was dis­ 
charged, on account of the careless w ording 
of th e section of th e law in regard to d an ­ 
gerous aw nings: 
Section 1. It Is hereby m ade th e duty of the 
Sanitary and Building Inspector of the city of 
Sacram ento to carefully inspect and thoroughly 
exam ine the construction of all porches, bal­ 
conies, aw nings and other structures placed 
over and above the sidew alks in said city, w ith 
a view of determ ining th eir safety, and to re­ 
port upon the lirst M onday of each m onth to the 
Board of Trustees of said city, all such porches, 
balconies, aw nings or other structures as are, in 
the opinion o f said Sanitary and Building In ­ 
spector, unsafe or in any way dangerous to 
eith er life, lim b or property. 
Section 2. W henever.intheopinionoftheS ani­ 
tary and Building Inspector any porch, balcony, 
aw ning or other structure placed over and above 
any sidew alk of said city, and attached to, or 
connected w ith any house, building or other 
structures in said city, is unsafe or dangerous to 
life, lim b or property, such Inspector shall, in 
w riting, notify tne owner, agent or person h av ­ 
ing the charge of, custody of or control of said 
house, building or structure, and the awning, 
poich, balcony or 
other structure attacned 
thereto or 
connected therew ith, 
specifying 
w herein such porch, balcony, aw ning or other 
structure is unsafe or dangerous; and w ithin 
five days after the owner, agent or person hav­ 
ing the charge of, custody ot or control of any 
house, building or structure iO w hich is at­ 
tached or connected any unsafe or dangerous 
porch, balcony, aw ning or other structure, shall 
receive such notice from said Inspector, such 
owner, agent or person shall take dow n and re­ 
move such unsale or dangerous porch, balcony, 
aw ning or other structure, or cause it to be done 
by another. 
Section 3. Should any question arise betw een 
said Inspector and the owner, agent, or person 
having the care, custody or control of any 
house, building or structure in said city, and to 
w hich is attached or connected auv unsafe or 
dangerous porch, balcony, aw ning or other 
structure hanging or placed over any sidew alk 
of said city, such question shall be referred by 
said luspector and such owner, agent or person, 
to the Street CommDsioner of said city, and the 
decision ol such luspector and Street Commis­ 
sioner, if both of one m ind, shall be final and 
conclusive upon the question as to w hether or 
not such porch, balcouy, aw ning or other struc­ 
ture shal I be reported to the Board of Trustees 
of said city as being either unsafe or dangerous, 
as provided in Section No. 1 of this ordinance. 
Section 4. It is hereby declared to be a m isde­ 
m eanor for any owner, agent;or person having 
custody of, charge of or control of any house, 
building or structure 
in said city, to keep, 
m aintain 
or 
allow 
any such norch, bal­ 
cony, aw ning or other structure which is unsafe 
o r dangerous to life, lim b or property, to rem ain 
in place over any sidew alk of said city, or to be 
connected w ith or attached to said house, build­ 
ing or structure for a longer period of tim e than 
five days after having received the notice above 
specified in Section No. 2 of this ordinance. 
Section 5. It is hereby m ade the duty of the 
Sanitary and Building Inspector of said city to 
cause the arrest of, aud prosecution of, any per­ 
son violating any of the provisions of this ordi­ 
nance. 
Section 6. Any person violating any of the pro­ 
visions o f this ordinance shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding 
tw o hundred dollars, or by im prisonm ent in 
the City Prison not exceeding te n days, or by 
both such fine and im prisonm ent.

the com ing m oral revolution, so th e speaker 
declared. 
H e w ent into m any of th e fine 
details of B ellam y's theory and pointed 
ont w hat he considered undisputable proofs 
th a t th e doctrine is sound and practical. 
D uring th e evening there were m usical 
selections by an orchestra and a song by 
M rs. A ddie Carter.

C. C. D avidson, a feeble and sim ple- 
m inded old m an. about 65 years old, was 
the com plaining w itness in Ju stice o f the 
Peace H e n ry ’s C ourt yesterday, in th e case 
o f T hom as Cree, charged w ith em bezzle­ 
m ent. 
“ I am a laborer,” testified the old m an, 
“and through m y little earnings purchased 
two horses aud a wagon a couple of years 
ago. 
In O ctober last I rented m y team to 
Cree, th e understanding being th at I was 
to receive $4 a week for it. 
I left tow n 
th en bu t returned in about a m onth. 
Cree 
had been in h ard luck, so I let him off as 
regards th e pay. 
W e then agreed th at he 
could hire th e team u n til I w anted it for $3 
a week. 
H e paid m e $3 dow n, and I w ent 
aw ay again. W hen I returned he was hard 
up, so I let h im oft again. 
R ecently I 
thought I w ould take the team , but Cree 
would not give it up, saying th at it be­ 
longed to h im .” 
T he old m an told th is in a straightfor­ 
w ard m anner w hich could not be doubted. 
Cree, whose personal appearances are de­ 
cidedly not in his favor, m ade him self a 
nuisance in th e C ourt-room from th e begin­ 
ning of the exam ination o w iD g to his in ­ 
toxicated condition. 
H e w ould leer first 
at th e C ourt and then at th e com plaining 
witness, and w ould frequently in terru p t the 
latter.

Davidson was nearly paralyzed w hen 
attorney W hite asked him if he d id n ’t 
rem em ber of Cree having paid him $100 in 
greenbacks for the team in th e presence of 
a m an nam ed H endricks. 
“G reenbacks! 
A hundred do llars!” he 
exclaim ed, staring in a dazed sort of w ay at 
th e attorney. 
"W h y . I never saw any 
greenbacks and I d o n 't know any m an of 
th at nam e.” 
A t this ju n ctu re Cree broke loose again 
w ith an idiotic laugh. 
H e declared that 
“ the old m an was off,” and kept up snoh a 
chatter th at Ju d g e H en ry adjourned Court 
in disgust.

San F r a n c i s c o , A pril 5th.—Senator Le- 
land Stanford, accompanied by hia wife, 
arrived in ibis city this morning, haviDg 
come direct from W ashington in hisspecial 
car. 
The Senator was seen at his Oalifornia- 
strect residence by a Post reporter shortly 
after his arrival. H e is suffering from a 
severe cold, which he contracted before he 
left the Capital City, but he says it has con­ 
fined itself entirely to his throat, and that 
aside from a soreness of that organ and a 
disagreeable hoarseness his health is fairly 
good. 
“ I em not entirely well, however,” con­ 
tinued the Senator, “ and in «bout a m onth 
from now I shall visit some of the famous 
health resorts, particularly the one at KIs- 
aeagen, in Germ sny. My physicians tell 
m e that, m y health is ro t so greatly im ­ 
paired but that three or four m onths of the 
Kissengen treatm ent will quite restore me 
to my usual vigor.” 
The Senator says that his health during 
th e w inter has been \ery good, and that, 
notw ithstanding that social life at the 
capital is extremely trying and exacting, 
he made it a point to attend all the meet­ 
ings of the committees of which he was a 
m em ber, and to attend to all other affairs 
o f im portance whicli came before him . 
“ The interests of California are gaining 
ground very rapidlv in-Congress,” he said. 
■“ The recent visits of those committees to 
this coast have resulted in great good, and 
statesm en are now beginning to compre­ 
hend our wants as the knowledge of the 
S tate's great future daw ns upon them . 
■'I have taken a deep interest during the 
present session in the sugar question. Of 
■course we could do nothing in the House, 
but it is possible to accomplish m uch in 
the Senate. 
Sugar has become such a 
m am m oth industry that it is worthy ot the 
m ost serious consideration. I believe that 
in less than five years we will be able to 
produce all of our sugar, for wherever In ­

of life. The illustration is found in the 
advance by the Government of 90 per cent, 
currency on its home bonds. This ¡makes 
the foundation of ¡the national banking 
■system. 
“Now the Government bonds are worth 
to the holder the interest, but when the 
G overnm ent advances 90 per cent, -on its 
value it is energized to that extent, and 
that 93 per cent, becomes an active factor 
in the pursuits of life and may create in 
the course of years great values, while the 
present bond system has drawn to the 
owner 4 per cent, and has created no val­ 
ues to the country, because the 4 per cent, 
cones out of the people. Therefore the 
bonds have added nothing to the welfare 
of the country. 
Property is valuable 
largely according to its activity. 
“ The principle of loaning by th^Govern- 
m ent is applicable to all property as it is to 
the bonds, but real estate is the most per­ 
m anent of all securities, and in the begin­ 
ning it is well to commence there and see 
how it works. Besides, the credit of the 
Governm ent loaned to the farmers would 
fetch an am ount of money that would 
largely stim ulate the enterprise of the 
country, give employment to labor and 
afford a vent for the energies of the peo­ 
ple seeking a field for its activities. The 
value of property depends upon its use. 
My idea is that the people of the United 
States should loan to the individual the 
nation’s credit. For this let the farmer 
pay 1 or 1J per cent., as is deemed most 
wise. 
By the present bond system the 
G overnm ent gives ¡he use of its credit with 
no return. 
"T his scheme and project of mine is to 
energize and bring out the latent forces of 
property—to do for the farm what steam 
does for the engiDe. It is one of the means 
of realizing the possibilities of hum anity. 
T he Creator has not given us reasonable 
w ants w ithout giving us the means of sup­ 
plying them. 
It is only a question ot de­ 
velopm ent. The intelligent control of the 
forces is what is desired, aud the question 
is how to utilize them to the greatest pos­ 
sible extent. This is no new principle in­ 
voked at all. It is only in the applica­ 
tion.” 
In speaking of his trip across the conti­ 
nent the Senator rem arked that this is the 
quickest one he had ever made. “ We were 
only focr days ami fourteen hours from 
W ashington, and I believe that even this 
good tim e could be greatly reduced, as all 
along the road on this side of the Mississ­ 
ippi there is a great deal of local business 
done, and much delay on that account 
necessarily follows.” 
In reference to the tum or that the Union 
Pacific had intended to come on through 
with a road to California Senator Stanford 
stated that he had it from President Adams 
that the company had no such intention. 
“ It stands to reason that they would not, 
as they have the benefit of our system as a 
feeder to their road, and by building a 
competing line they would antagonize us. 
A t preset?! tliey are an ally of ours.” 
A reference by the reporter to the rum or 
that the Senator intended resigning the 
Presidency ol the Southern Pacific brought 
forth the following reply: “ Before m ak­ 
ing any positive statem ent upon ibat point 
it will be necessary for me to consult with 
m y associates. It is not a new thought on 
m y part. 
For two or three years past I 
have considered that m y time was too 
m uch taken up with other matters to give 
the attention to the details of the work 
that is required. If I should retire from 
th e position it would result in no material 
or jwrceptible change, as my interests 
would rem ain the same as now.” 
The affairs of the university and the re­ 
tarding of the work by the heavy and con­ 
tinuous rains of the past winter rest heavily 
upon the Senator's mind. The completion 
and opening of tins academy of learning 
before he dies is the fondest hope of his 
lile, occupies much of his thoughts, and is 
one of the principal objects of his present 
visit to this city. 
He said that he feared 
that this work has been so delayed that it 
m ight be impossible to open the institution 
in the fall, as he had originally intended, 
but he would not know for a certainty un­ 
til he had visited Palo Alto and inspected 
the work personally. 
Speaking of the 
Presidency of the university, he said that 
it was his desire lo select some good, com­ 
petent m an to accept the position of Vice­ 
President, “and if he proves the proper 
kind of a man I shall m ake him President. 
I shall use care in the selection, for the rea­ 
son that I intend to vest him with great 
power. H e m ust have, aside front integrity 
and learning, adm inistrative ability, us the 
planning ol new buildingaudother sim ilar 
work will devo've upon him. My power to 
m anage the affairs of the university will 
die with me. 
Its adm inistration will then 
fall into the hands of the Trustees.” 
The Senator said that be had been grossly 
misrepresented in an interview in the E x­ 
aminer, which stated that he was “anxious 
to return to the Senate." 
He stated to the 
P ott reporter that he had made no such 
statem ent. He merely spoke of his anxiety 
to speak upon the financial subject which 
has engrossed so much of his lime and 
thoughts of late.

The girl 
had only been in the fam ily’s employ one 
day. Yesterday afternoon she complained 
of a tooth-ache, and went to the drug-store 
ostensibly to get som ething to relieve it. 
It is supposed that while on this trip 
she procured the poison. 
W hat possible 
motive she could have had for the poison­ 
ing is a mystery. The doctor examined 
the can of corn front which the family had 
partaken at supper, and does not believe 
there was any injurious matter iu it, thus 
rendering more positive the belief that the 
poison was put in the food by the girl. 
This evening a woman answering the 
suspected servant's description was arrested 
at the Park Theater. She denied all knowl­ 
edge of the poisoning of the Newland 
family though positively identified by a 
num ber of persons as being the suspected 
girl. The prisoner said her real nam e was 
Mrs. Star W illiam Ray, 
her husband, 
from whom she has been liviDg apart, 
being a bill paster at Fort W ayne, Indiana. 
She tells a rem arkable story of having a 
sister who is an exact picture of her both 
in appearance and dtess and who is the 
wife of a railroad man named E l Favorite, 
of Peoria. The police took little stock in 
the sister story and prom ptly placed the 
supposed poisoner behind the bars.

N ew Y oke, April 5'.h.—Miss Mary Toner, 
who lived with her aunt, Mrs. Coolalian, in 
the rear of 02 Seventh street, Long Islacd 
City, committed suicide about 2 o’clock 
yesterday by hanging herself from the raft­ 
ers of a woodshed back of the kitchen. Her 
m other is dead. She was thirty-six years 
old, but appeared hardly more than twenty. 
H er aunt found her hanging in the wood­ 
shed and struggling violently. The aunt's 
cries called several women to the place, but 
they became terror stricken and turned 
away. One woman, braver than the others, 
got a knife and was going to cut the rope, 
when another woman advised her not to do 
so, as she might get herself in trouble with 
the Coroner. 
Coroner Robinson got there and cut her 
down about fifteen m inutes after she was 
discovered. 
H e says if she had been cut 
down only a little before she m ight have 
been brought to. 
Mrs. Coolaban said she was talking with 
her niece not over fifteen m inutes before 
she discovered her banging in the wood­ 
shed. No cause is known for the suicide. 
It is not known that she had any company. 
H er reputation was excellent. 
Mrs. Coolahan thinks she hanged herself 
w hile in a passion. She was qnick-tem- 
pered. She used a piece of wasn-line anil 
stood on a tin-pan, which she afterward 
kicked away. 


USING RATS.

people bad to vacate their residences to 
seek higher quarters on account of the 
sudden rise.

Houses of all descriptions an d fences ia 
long sections Rre easi.y carried away by tbe 
terrible currenrs, and every conceivable 
household oij=ct is s-en fl jat’ing down into 
the Bayou I’halia swamps. 
In the neighborhood of Skipw ith tents 
are badly needed by the colored people. 
At every step the colored laborer, his 
family, and his all are found alm ost desti­ 
tute, arrayed in garm ents that have seen 
their best days and afford them but little 
comfort and protection. 
If no assistance comes to these people 
m any will die from exposure. Food will 
soon be n e e d e d a n d if not provided great 
suffering wili be the consequence. 
Tbe Government officers have done a 
great deal of good in that section but other 
localities are now showing signs of ap­ 
proaching distress.

5th.—About two- 
thirds ot the Republican Senators ruet in 
conference to-night at the residence of Sen­ 
ator Chandler to discuss the silverquestion. 
The W estern Senators, those known as 
silver men, had the floor at fftsl, and ex­ 
plained their views at length. 
W hen the 
representatives of other sections expressed 
themselves with no m arked preference for 
the W indom bill as against the Jones bill 
(reported by the Senate Committee of F i­ 
nance). It was shown that it was the gen­ 
eral opinion of Republican Congressmen 
that they shculd harm onize upon some 
measure of legislation on the silver ques­ 
tion, and press it to passage at as early a 
date as possible. 
The exact provisions of the measure will 
probably be defined at another conference 
to be held in the near future. 
The action of the Republican members 
of the Committee on Privileges and Elec­ 
tions in requesting Chairman Hoar to pre­ 
pare a national election law was referred to, 
and it is ur derstood to have met with the 
approval of the conference. 
The status of 
the anti-trust bill was discussed briefly, but 
its place on the programme of business, 
where it originally stood first, was not 
definitely decided upon. 
W hen it was re­ 
ported hack from the Judiciary Committee 
Edm unds said he wouid call it up im m e­ 
diately after the M ontana case was con­ 
cluded. 


SIL V E R LE G ISLA T IO N . 


W liat W ill P rob ab ly h e D une T ow ard Its 
S oiu tiou . 
W a sh in g to n , April 5th.—There has been 
no definite agreem ent as yet a9 to the time 
when discussion of the silver question will 
begin, but appearances go to show that it 
will come up in the House first, although 
the Senate will take up the Jones bill im ­ 
mediately after the adm inistrative customs 
bill shall have been disposed of. There 
will, of course, be silver legislation this 
session, but in what form any bill will 
finally go to the President isa m atter which 
cannot as yet be conjectured. 
Jones him ­ 
self believes that his bill will be agreed 
upon, with possibly some slight modifica­ 
tions as yet undeterm ined, w hilethe friends 
of the modified W indom bill in the House 
claim that their measure will become a law 
w ithin three m onths. 
On the other hand, Representative Dor­ 
sey, who introduced the W indom bill, says 
that he would be willing to accept tbe 
Senate Finance Committee’s bill as a com­ 
promise measure. “The result of the pas­ 
sage of either one of these laws,” Dorsey 
says, “ will probably be the closing of the 
Carson City M int. T his m int is used chiefly 
for the coinage of standard silver dollars, 
and the decrease in coinage which would 
follow the issue of certificates based on bul­ 
lion will deprive the Carson Mint of nearly 
atl its work. This naturally will result in 
the suspension of the m int.”

“Providing that no alcohols, including 
beer and wine, will be sold or supplied to 
enlisted men in any canteen or in any room 
or building at aDy garrison or militarv 
post.”

House. 


N ew B a n k in g S ch em e. 
W ashington, April 
5th.—By 
request 
Senator Ipgalls to-day introduced a bill 
providing for a system of hanking by the 
United States, proposed 
by the 
Wage 
W orkers’ Alliance. 
It provides for the 
establishm ent of an executive departm ent 
of banking, with a Secretary at the head, 
receiving a salary of $8 000. and four assist­ 
ant Secretaries, receiving $5.000 each. 
B anking for the people is to be done free 
of cost, except such merely nom inal fees 
as are necessary to pay expenses Branches 
shall be established 
at the Postoffices 
throughout the country and as long as 
necessary. 
Loans are to be made on secu­ 
rity, interest payable on the 31st of Decem­ 
ber every year. Failure to pay interest 
terminates the loan, and after the sale of 
the security, the exc»ss over the loan, if 
any, shall be paid tbe borrower. 
The money necessary forthe transactions 
of the departm ent is to be furnished by the 
Treasury of the United States, and it will 
be full legal tender fcr all debts and dues 
within the Lnited States, the money to be 
printed by hand on silk-threaded paper at 
the Bureau of Engraving anil Printing, in 
the following denom inations: One, two, 
three and five m ilis; one, two. three and 
five cents; one, two, three and five dimes ; 
one, two, three and five dolíais ; one, two, 
three and five eagles; one, two, three and 
five condos ($100), and one, two, three und 
five talents ($1,000 )

For the disposal of the interest on the Virginia 
Indemnity fund by its distribution among the 
persons who have already established their 
right to particípale in the fund. 
To authorize the Secretary of tbe Treasury to 
settle and pay to the owners of private claims 
the balance of the commissions due them, and 
app opriutiue SJ50.000 for the purjajse. 
Appropriating 8500,0J0 lor an additional firc- 
proot building lor the National Museum. 
Providing lor tbe iusjieetfon of meats, food, 
etc. [The bili provides that tbe Secretary of 
Agriculture may came to be made a careful in­ 
spection of sailed pork aud bacou intended for 
exportation, with a view to determining whether 
the same is wholesome, sound and fit for hu­ 
man food, whenever the laws, regulations and 
orders of any foreign country to which such 


pork or bacon is to be exported shall require 
the inspection thereof : and, also, whenever 
any buyer, seller or exporter of such meats in­ 
tended for exportation shall request the inspec­ 
tion thereof. It foraids the importation of anv 
adulterated or unwholesome food, or adulter­ 
ated wines or liquors.]

Spanish 
to S ettle th e T itle to 
an d M exican G rants. 
Chicago, April 5tb. — A 
W ashington 
special says that one of the greatest prob­ 
lems Congress has had to do with in the 
past fifty years is the settlem ent of the 
Spanish and Mexican 
land grant laud 
claims in the inter-m ountain country of 
the W est. Various efforts have vainly 
been made by the leaders in both houses to 
devise an acceptable and sufficient bill. 
From present indications the House is go­ 
ing to send into the Senate soon ju st such 
a measure as will satisfy that body. Tnis 
is Congressman W ickham ’s biil :"“To es­ 
tablish a United States Land Court, and 
provide for the judicial investigation and 
settlem ent of private land claims 
id the 
Territories of Arizona, New Mexico and 
the State of Colorado.” 
The Court is to exercise jurisdiction in 
the settlement of private land claims, hold 
ing alternate sessions in W ashington and 
the States and Territories designated. 
It is 
to also have an attorney. 
W ickham ’s bill 
provides, “ when a description of the land 
shall require location to be ascertained by 
m ountain 
ranges, 
m ountain tojls, for­ 
ests and like natural objects, whereby, or 
by any description thereof the quantity of 
land in any such grant or concession is un­ 
certain. said 
Court 
shall declare and 
adjudge such claim or grant void, except 
as to that part of land in such grant in the 
actual possession of the grantee or his as­ 
signs or legal representatives at the dates of 
the treaties of the cession.” 
Petition is required to he made to the 
Court within three years. 
Failure to com­ 
ply invalidates the claim. 
Another strik­ 
ing feature of the bill is that no confirma­ 
tion shall be made or patent issued for 
more than eleven square leagues of land. 


H ow to C ook a S tea k . 
Now if you only knew how to cook a 
steak to make it good that would do, but 
it always makes me sick to see a woman 
cook a steak. 
She invariably puts her fry­ 
ing-pan on the stove, and puts in a chunk 
of grease about as big as my fist, and when 
it is hot enough to crackle she puts in her 
beef, and never thinks of covering it. 
The 
smoke and steam from it goes to the very 
ceiling. 
After she cooks it this wav until 
it begins to look like an old rubber shoe 
sole she calls it done. 
W hen you go to 
eat it there is no more taste in "it than a 
chip. 
Now, if you want a good bit of 
steak, have a clear, hot tire, set your clean, 
empty pan on a spot, cover it up, then 
pound your steak, aud when your pan is 
very hot lay in your steak, and cover quickly. 
As soon as it lias crisped enough to let go 
its hold on the pan, turn over and cover 
quickly; turn again as at first, and continue 
to do so about every two minutes, until you 
have turned it about six or eight times. 
Have a hot, buttered dish ready for it and 
lay it in; add a sprinkling of pepper, salt 
and sugar, and cover tightly. 
Now, if 
you wish a gravy, put a bit of butter in 
pan. 
W hen hot, rub in a pinch of flour, 
add a small leacupful of boiling water, let 
it boil a few minutes, then put in a gravy 
boat instead of putting it over your beef 
to draw out the juice. 
Now try this plan 
just once, and you will see you women 
know nothing about cooking a good steak.

B e r l i n , April 5th.—The events of the 
w etk have accentuated, even more than 
the resignation of 
ilie Chancellor, 
the 
new era that is opening in German bis­ 
tory. 
U ntil his actual departure the pub­ 
lic was loth to believe the Emperor was ia 
parnest in parting with Bisuiarek. 
Hence­ 
forth attention will be divided betw.cn 
Friedrichsrube, representing the grandeur 
of the ed fice ot German unity, aud Berlin, 
j tbe center of a new and untried regime, 
it is impossible that tbe Em peror coniei 
have bee- a disaffected spectator at the un- 
enniitg tributes of adm iration aud respect 
poured iu upon his discarded Minister. 
It is reported to day that he lias aga.ii re- 
tused to ruLS.Til to the publication of Bis­ 
marck a letter of resignation. 
Tnc public still declines to believe the 
retirem ent of Btsn.arek is final, it being 
nrged tnat he is by five years the junior ot 
G adstone and may stili count ou a decade 
of activity. 
Cartellers off. red to resign two seats in 
the Reichstag in favor of Bismarck and 
Count AIbrrt B smarck, but it is certain 
the Chancellor and his son will not accept 
them at present. 
The Emperor having declared that he 
wiil recognize duty to two parlies, those 
for and against him, be will be likely to 
disregard tbe conventional divisions" and 
seek the assistance of the libtra!-cle:i 
ca. coalition. Thus Bismarck, in the event 
of his re-entering tbe Reichstag, might 
seem to he in tiis usual position—nom inal, 
if nor actual, leaner of the opposition. 
T be opm n.g oi the Reichstag and the 
royal speech is awaited with the keenest 
interest. 
Dr. W indthorst claims three iu- 
dispensible concessions in return for his 
support. The Government to return all 
religious orders, 
religious 
teaching 
in 
the schools and the removal of the discre­ 
tionary revocable character from all the 
concessions made to the Catholic party. 
The Centrists are well aware of tbe strength 
of their position and intend to derive every 
possible advantage therefrom. 
Accord-ng to the National Zeitung, the 
new m ilitary bill provides for a perm anent 
increase of 16,000,000 marks iu the annual 
expenditures. 
For the mom ent colonial 
affairs overshadow home politics. 
Von Derbeydt, the financial backer of 
the East Africa Company, recently declared 
that Bism arck's departure was the sign of 
a new and energetic colonial policy. 
R tichardt, ihe explorer, in his lecture, 
showed that it is ot tbe utmost importance 
to secure possession of Tabora, which place 
is further inland than Mjiwapwa. This 
and strengthening the treaty filming in the 
German sphere of interest; it would appear 
from inquiry iu the most reliable quarters, 
is to be the sole objects of the Euiin-W iss- 
m ann expedition. 
Em in has advised the conclusion of a 
treaty with Bwana Heri, in order that his 
assistance may be secured in the advance 
of the Germans. The exact scope of tbe 
expedition is not yet known, but it is cer­ 
tain, however, that the Emperor will de­ 
cline to consent to the adoption of any 
colonial policy antagonistic to England. 
During the visit of the Prince of Wales 
the Emperor did everything possible to 
show the value he attached to a close 
friendship between the two nations. 
The 
Em peror's solicitude regarding tbe arm y is 
lurther shown in an Imperial order pub 
fished to-day to the tffect that in view of 
its completeness the reserve military of­ 
ficers’ system hitherto pursued, which pro­ 
vides that officers m ust come irom the 
ranks of the nobility m ust be extended to 
include those of noble characters, in order 
that the sons of honorable middle class 
families may hold appointm ents in the 
arm y. The same rules also apply to the 
civil service. 
The Emperor further disproves the hold­ 
ing of a commission be dependent upon 
the private income of the aspirants, and 
therefore decre* s their pay be increased. 
At much length he enjoined the com 
m anders to set an example of self-sacrifice 
to the officers and check their indulgences 
in unnecessary luxuries, and the habit of 
m aking costly presents and giving frequent 
banquets. 
In conclusion, the Em peror desires the 
lists of aspirants to be subm itted to him , 
together with the names ot the officers 
who do not conform to the rule prescribing 
a simpler mode of life. 
Keichsanzciger publishes a series of arti­ 
cles which are supposed to be directly in­ 
spired by the Em peror, ou social politics 
and reforms. So far no definite projects 
are mentioned, bnt the tendency is toward 
legislation for the regulation of working- 
day and wage question. 
A Dutch bank is about to issue shares in 
the new German-American Trust Company, 
to promote and protect investments iu 
American stocks.

concert as stated for the benefit of those of 
the Boulangerist party who had lost their 
places or otherwise became financially in ­ 
volved through devotion to the cause of 
the revision, but was recently obliged to 
give the Duchess Deuzes his famous black 
horse, and make over his personal effects to 
Madame de Bonnomain, in order to meet 
his debts at Jersey, which are, since he left 
London, one hundred francs daily. 
In these circumstances something was to 
be done. 
H e is now preparing to play his 
last card, and will either win or lose In the 
csm iog municipal election. 
Hence the 
conference at St. Helier. 
Boulanger’s ad­ 
versaries are of the opinion that the young 
Duke of Orleans will be pardoned. In 
that event the General is prepared to enter 
Paris at an opportune time to give himself 
up to the authorities, that his friends may 
demand amnesty for him upon the same 
grounds upon which the Duke may yet be 
pardoned. 
Shortly after the Duke of Orleans was 
sent to Olairveaux, his friends, in order lo 
keep his memory green, invited the public 
to write letters to the soldier, stating "nis 
royal highness,” would, so far as possible, 
respond autographically. 
The result of 
this was, everybody, as would be seen, has 
taken advantage of the invitation, with the 
hope of getting an autograph letter, to such 
a degree, the newspapers state, that the 
Duke receives on an average 6,000 letters 
daily. It does not appear that he answers 
them , as his lim e seems to be taken up in 
counting them.

“ T he LateHt Sib erian T ragedy.•* 
\\ e quote the following from George 
K ennan’s article in the A pril Century: 
‘The survivors of the Y akutsk massacre 
were tried by court-m artial, w ithout benetit 
of counsel, upon the charge of artued re­ 
sistance to the authorities, and all were 
found guilty, lh re e of them were hanged; 
fourteen, including four women, were con­ 
demned to penal servitude for life; 
five, 
including two women, were sent to tbe 
mines for fifteen years; four boys and girls 
less than 21 years of age were condemned 
to penal servitude for ten years, and two 
others were sent as forced colonists to the 
Arctic villages of \ erkhoyansk andSredni 
Kolynsk, in ‘the remotest "part of Y akutsk.’ 
And this sentence, the St. Petersburg offi­ 
cial say, is an evidence of the ‘unusual 
moderation’ of the Judges who composed 
the court-m artial! A further proof of this 
unusual moderation’ is furnished by the 
fact that the political exile Kohan-Bern- 
stein, after receiving four severe bullet 
wounds at the tim e of the massacre, and 
after lying nearly five months in a prison 
hospital, was carried to the scaflbld on a 
cot bed and hanged by (putting the noose 
around his neck and dragging the bed out 
from under him . 
If this is Russian ‘mod­ 
eration,’ one m ight well pray to be deliv­ 
ered from Russian severity. 
One of the executed men, two|hours be­ 
fore the rope was put about his neck, scrib­ 
bled a hasty farewell note to his comrades, in 
which he said : 
‘We are not afraid to die, 
but try—you—to make our deaths count 
for something—write all this to K ennan.’ 
l<The appeal to me shall not be in vain. 
If I live, the whole English-speaking 
world, at least, shall know all the details 
of the most atrocious crime.”
